License Jurisdiction, 


Declared to be Vested Exclusive 
Provinces. 

i : ae 

Lhe privy council have given decision 
settling the license matter hs between the 
Provinces and thé Dominion. The issue 
was, had the Dominion Goy ernment ' any 
Jurisdiction in the premisesin the matter 
of the issue of liquor licenses, and, if so 
what was the extent of jurisdiction? Or, 
to put it another way, was the McCarthy 
Act constitutional in whole or in part? Sir 
John Macdonald contended that although 
in the Hodgo caso it was shown that tho 
local Government had jurisdiction, still 
the Dominion had practically concurrent 
jurisdiction, and that if the two clashod 
the Dominion Act would overrule. “The 
decision of the Privy Council declares that 
the Provinces have exclusive jurisdiction 
and the McCarthy Act is ultra v | he 
decision also declares that the Province 
has the right to issue liconges to v essels and 
to wholesale houses. 

The case was Keard by six 
the Lord Chancellor, So strony were the 
Argumonts on both sides that tho Bix jud- 
ges were Gually tlivided the subject 
Chree were of the opinion that the juris- 
diction rested with the Dominion and 
threo entertained the belief that ib belony- 
ed to the Provinces. The Lord Chancellor 
upon whom under the circumstances rest d 
tho responsibility of giving what ray 
termed the casting vote, decided against 
the Dominion Act, his warrant tor 
doing being, it is understood, the decision 
favorable to the Provinces, rondored |} , 
the Supreme Court of Canada.
